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Minimum Lake Levels 


T he sixth congressional district of Minnesota is favored with 
an active congressman; few are his equal and certainly none is his 
superior in attending to the needs of his individual constituents 
or the requirements of the communities of his district. 
Just at present Congressman Harold Knutson is endeavoring 
to have passed a bill regulating the minimum heights of water to 
be maintained at the various dams in the Mississippi reservoir 
system. 
It may appear a simple matter to decide on proper ele­ 
vations that would provide safety from local floods and at the same 
time maintain at all times a satisfactory stage of water in these 
reservoirs. Doubtless the United States Corps of Engineers could 
esablish minimum levels that would secure the desired results but 
heretofore the minimum has been the natural beds of the streams. 
The minimum level in August might well be higher than one set 
for December. 
Up to this time the emptying of the reservoirs 
for the accepted purpose of maintaining navigation below the 
Twin Cities of Minnesota have taken no notice of the seasons. The 
bottom has been the limit, regardless of the damage to fish or 
fishermen, regardless of the interest of citizen land owner or tour­ 
ist from out of the state. 
Something might be said of the benefits to Minnesota climate 
by maintaining as high a level as possible during the summer 
months since most of our rainfall comes from local showers. 
It 
is not so long ago that the busy beaver was building dams and 
maintaining water levels in this state to the benefit of climate and 
growth of forests. While it is true that some JO years ago the state 
started on the opposite tack and a series of speculative ditches im­ 
poverished the taxpayer and brought ruin to some districts, it 
appears that indiscriminate drainage is now thoroughly dis­ 
credited. 
The work of retaining water in suitable reservoirs has 
made some progress, aside from the Mississippi reservoir system 
as witness the dam at the outlet of Mille Lacs lake, where in re­ 
cent years a stage of water of two or three feet above the low 
water mark has had a very satisfactory effect. 
It sometimes seems as though the political or economic forces 
in this state were like a half-broken string of bronchos, always 
fighting'their heads off rather than pulling together in team work 
for benefits to the entire state. 
-T he transportation problem has always been a live issue in 
Minnesota and today is more complicated than ever before. 
Sev­ 
enty-five years ago the commercial entries to the state were by 
lake boats to Duluth or by Mississippi river freight and packet 
boats to St. Paul. 
Fifty years ago the railroads had fairly well 
covered the state and the river transportation was practically dis­ 
carded although the lake transportation had grown and since then 
has continued to grow until now Duluth is the second port in the 
United States on the basis of tonnage handled. 
Twenty-five years 
ago the railroad systems were practically completed in this state 
and the modern automobile and motor truck appeared to claim 
their share of the transportation business. 
So it now comes to 
this: we must properly evaluate the water-borne commerce, that 
to be carried by rail and that to be handled by truck. 
It should be borne in mind that Minnesota lies almost at the 
center of the North American continent and her transportation 
problem is the same as that of the Dakotas, Wiscosin and parts 
of Canada. 
Whatever solution is best will be best for all this re­ 
gion and all parts thereof. 
The varied products of the region re­ 
quire the cheapest outlet to the sea that may be had. 
If tile rates 
of freight are not low enough to enable us to compete in the world 
markets, we shall have negligible use for a St. Lawrence Canal, a 
Mississippi channel or our railway systems to foster such export 
business. 
Rail and car will still bring tourists to the northern 
lakes, which will not then he drawn down each summer to main­ 
tain navigable stage in the river. 
One railroad president has recently said that it is cheaper to 
handle freight on the rails than on a Mississippi river system of 
transportation. 
This was the general opinion a generation ago. 
The railroads call attention to their high taxes and maintain they 
must have higher rates to operate, all of which moves tin* propon­ 
ents of river transportation to great exertions for government ap­ 
propriation for a navigable river. 
Thereupon the railroads have 
now protested the competition of government-aided river trans­ 
portation. 
It looks as though our transportation problem has many 
angles. 
There seems, however, no valid reason why any interest 
should object to helping Congressman Knutson establish minimum 
levels in the reservoir system. 
Due to the natural slope of the 
bottom or bed by far the greater quantity of water is held between 
a medium and high gauge reading in a lake or reservoir and levels 
at or about a medium gauge will hardly hold back any water that 
would aid navigation below the Twin Cities and will assuredly be 
a great aid to the well being of the reservoir country.
